THAT HILL SHOULD BE THE NOMINEE. 


The Constitution Makes a Poll ofthe 
State Agricultural Society. 


INTERVIEWS FROM LEADING GEORGIANS. 


The Poll Shows Hill 69, All Others 58—Mr, 
Cleveland Has $1 Votes—Interesting 
Reading forthe People. 


Curusent, Ga., February 10.—[Special.]— 
The people of Georgia are coming out bravely 
for David B. Hill. A poll of the state agricul- 
tural convention, now in session here, tells the 
following story: For Hill,69; for the man who 
carries New York, 8; for Cleveland, 31; a west- 
ern man, 1; third party, 8; refusal to answer, 9. 
It was not the result of personal pleading, but 
qas the ready answer as obtained to circulars 
distributed over the hall, and collected within 
twenty minutes. It shows that the hearts of 
the agriculturistsof Georgia beat warmly for 
the success of the democratic party; it shows 
that the people, ifleft alone to speak their sen- 
timents,have common sense enough to rally to 
the man who gives them hopes of success, and 
that they do not want togo rainbow chasing in 
Massachusetts or Iowa. 

Discretion Should Be Allowed Delegates. 

Colonel! James Mobley, of Harris county, 
who was a Cleveland elector in 18588, is still 
true to the man of his first choice. He be- 
lieves, as did every other man with whom I 
have talked, that Cleveland is a man of 
magnificent brain and sturdy honesty. But, 
white advocating the renomination of Mr. 
Cleveland, he was very pronounced against 
any attempt being made to help tie up the 
Georgia delegation to Chicago. “I am for 
Cleveland,” said he, “but there are ques- 
tions of availability which must be left to 
the state convention. New York’s votes are 
mecessary to secure triumph at the polls in 
November. Let us send our best men to the 
stato convention. Let them send to Chi- 
cago a delegation pledged to democratic 
success, and leave something to their discre- 
tion.”’ 

Meeting upon the street Ordinary Will- 
fams, of Upson county, he said: ‘'The peo- 
ple out my way are for Hill. Cleveland is 
strong personally with us, but we must be 
in touch with the party elsewhere, and that 
is calling loudly for Hill.” 

“Put Me Down for Hill,” 

Captain Tom Lyon, the whole-souled dele- 
gate from Bartow, was enthusiastic in his 
expressions for Hill. “Cleveland,” said he,

J. J. Lampton, vico president of the state 
agricultural convention for the seventeenth 
Congressional district.

Lampton is 
gatisfied that, when the time comes for the 
selection of delegates to the state conven- 
tion, they will not be men who will throw 
away their votes. 

Of Course, He’s for Hill. 

A genial smile played upon the face of 
Colonel John C. Nichols, of White county, 
as I approached him. “Bless your soul,” 
said he, “there is no need for me answert- 
ing that question. For twenty years Tue 
Constitution has been as bread and milk 
to me. Hill’s record as governor of New 
‘York has given him a standing which 
6ven his greatest enemy cannot gainsay. 
He has coped with the greatest politicians 
and statesmen of the richest and most popu- 
lous state in the union.

I asked Mr. James P. Johnson, the delegate 
from MoDuffie county, the home of Tom 
Watson, what danger he apprehended to the 
democracy from the third party.

HILL EVERYWHERE. 


Invited to Speak In Omaha, Savaunah and 
Texas. 


ALBANY,!N. Y., February’ 10.—Senator 
David B. Hill is receiving hundreds of letters 
from ali the counties of the state and from 
other states. ’ 

The democrats of Nebraska have asked him 
to go to Omaha and speak at the dinner in 
honor of the restoration of Governor Boyd. 
The democrats of Georgia have asked him to 
go to Savannah and speak at a big mectin 
there. The democrats of Texas have aske 
him to go there. 

These invitations were received today. They 
show the universal feeling about Senator Hill 
as an exponent of democratic sentiment and 

rinciples. From his own state a delegation 
sassured. Itis doubtfulif a single congres- 
sional district will oppose him in the conven- 
tion. He has sent word to his friends through- 
out the state to hold their caucuses and 
primaries open to all democrats, in order that 
no one can claim that the Washington’s birth- 
day convention will not be entirely expressive 
of the democratic sentiment of the state, and 
to send special and personal invitations to all 
Cleveland men to attend, as he does not want 
the delegates from-any county where the wa- 
jority of the democrats do not favor him. 


HAS STRUCK TENNESSEE. 


Senator Harris’s Opposition to Cleveland 
Having Effect. 

Mempnars, Tenn., February 10.—The David 
Bennett Hill boom has struck here, and ap- 
parently has come to stay. For some time 
past the leaders of the democratic party in 
west Tennessee have been drifting away from 
Cleveland. Senator Harris's opposition to 
him has made a marked impression, as he is 
regarded as haying acléarer head for politics 
than any other public manin tho state, and 
his position has been endorsed by nearly every 
active party worker.

Later, it was strengthened by the conviction 
that he can under no circumstances carry his 
own state, which is regarded as pivotal in this 
-ear’s contest. Onthe other hand, Governor 

{ill is regarded as a democrat first, last and 
all the time, and a leader who has never been 
turned down in any fight. The people down this 
way like him for his straightout partisanship, 
and they have a very human propensity 
for supporting an admitted success. The 
alliance folks, too, are sweet on Hill on 
account.of his advanced views on the silver 
question. The president of the state alliance 
and the governor of the state, who was his 
predecessor in that office, are outspoken in 
favor of the man who has had the pluck ta 
throw down the gauntlet to Wall street. The 
outgrowth of this sentiment is a@ movement to 
form a Hill club in this city and the surround- 
ing towns. The organizers include the mayor 
of Memphis and other prominent members of 
the city government. The Memphis club will 
be formed in a few days.

And Politictans at Washington Kept Busy 
Spreading Them. 


BEAINE SAYS FT IS AN INFERNAL LIB. 


That Story That He Intended Shortly 
to Resign from the Cabinot. 


HAS NO IDEA OF DOING SUCH A THING. 


A Sensation Was Also Caused by the Re- 
port That Wanamaker Intended to 
Step Out of Office, 


WASHINGTON, February 10.—{Special.]— 
The politicians of Washington were very 
much exercised this morning over a statement 
that floated about the capitol building and all 
over Washington to the effect that Mr. Blaine 
had announced to an intimate porsonal friend 
that he would resign the secretaryship of state 
within a week. The statement was repeated 
by many friends -of Mr. Blaine as a positive 
fact and, of course, coming from such sources, 
it naturally created political gossip galore. 

From the sources the news came, its truth 
could not well be doubted. Mr. Blaine, perhaps, 
did make the statement that he intended to 
resign, but recently Mr. Blaine has suffered 
with a physical trouble that causes him to be- 
come very despondent at times, and he makes 
statements during these fits of despondency 
which are reversed when he feels better. As 
an evidence of this fact, Mr. Blaine stated this 
afternoon, positively and with great emplasis, 
that he had no idea of resigning from the 
cabinet. 

Blaine’s Emphatic Denial. 

To quote hisexact language when asked 
about the rumor, Mr. Blaine said: 

“Itis entirely false, There is not a word of 
truth init. These stories are being circulated 
by idle men who haye nothing better to do. 
Deny them in the most positive terms, The 
statement is an infernal lie.”’ 

This would seom to settle the matter. In 
fact, it does settle it forthe present. While 
Mr. Blaine might resign later on account of 
his very bad health, he will not do so within 
the near future unless his health fails 
entirely. - 

Wanamaker Would Like France. 

Another sensational cabinet rumor today 
was to the effect that Mr. Wanamaker had an- 
nounced that he intended to resign the post- 
office portfolio at once, to accept the appoint- 
ment a3 minister to France, to succeed White- 
law Reid, who will resign. 

Still another statement about Mr. Wana- 
maker was to the effect that he and the presi- 
dent were decidedly at outs and that he would 
resign and return tothe active management of 
his Philade}phia establishment. 

Mr. Wanamaker, however, denies both of 
these stories, but, notwithstanding his denial, 
itis believed he has his eye on the French 
ministerial toga. 

A Free Coinage Bill Reported. 

As predicted in.these dispatches last night,* 
the house commitiee on coinage today, by a 
vote of 8 to 5, reported a free coinage bill to 
the house. The provisions of the bill are just 
as stated in these dispatches last night. 


CONCERNING COTTON. 


Repo.t of tho Statistician of the Agricultural 
Department. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—The February cot- 
ton report of the statistician of the department of 
agriculture relates.to the proportion marketed, 
quality, yield of lint, close of the picking season, 
losses by insects and the price of seed. 

The proportion sent from plantations, as esti- 
mated by reporters and accurately consolidated, 
is as follows: Virginia, 80; North Carollna, 82; 
South Carolina, 90; Georgia, 92; Fiorida, 92; Ala- 
bama, ?1; Mississippi, 88; Louisiana, 8&7; Texas, 
86; Arkansas, 8&8; Tennessee, 89; Missouri, 83; 
general average, 83.5 per cent. 

The returns of comparisons with the cron of 
last year are; Virginia, 78; North Carolina, 79; 
South Carolina, 82; Georgia, 85; Florida, 94; Ala- 
bama, 92; Mississippi, 96; Louisiana, 99: Texas, 
107; Arkansas, 96; Tennessee, 91; Missouri, etc., 
90; general average, 94.3 per cent. 

‘The returns are remarkably short as then indi- 
cated. Results vary by less than 1 per cent, in- 
dicating a crop of about Lalfa million bales short 
of that of 1500. 

The October reports of the two years make an 
almost identical difference. These results are 
Submitted without comment. The estimated 
average time of the close of packing 
is by § states: Virginia, December 11th; 
North Carolina, December 10th; South Caro- 
lina, December 8th; Georgia, December 4th; 
Florida, November 20th; Alabama, December 2d; 
Mississippi, December i0th; Loursiana, December 
12th; Texas, December 4th; Arkansas, December 
12th; Tennessee, December 12th; Missouri, De- 
cember 13th. 

The quality is the highest for many years. 

The staple medium or somewhat short; colors 
excellent, and unusually free from trash. 

Tie low price of cotton and disappointment in 
money returns have ied toa large sale of seed to 
_ oil mills at prices somewhat reduced, as fol- 
OWS: 

Virginia, ldcents per bushel; North Carolina, 
14; South Carolina, 145; Georvia, 14.5; Florida, 
14; Alabama, 13; Mississipi, 12; Louisiana, 11;

A COWARDLY. GANG 


Shoots Down a Woman and Her Son in 
Alabama. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 10.—[®pecial.]—

standing there reports from two shotguns were 
heard. The boy fell unconscious to the floor and 
his mother reeled andfell. Theshots had taken 
eTectin the boy’s abdomen and the mother’s 
breast. She gained consciousness first and picked 
her son up in a dying condition. She will recover. 
The boy will die. - 

It seeins the brutes had mistaken the boy for 
Old Man Sweatman, who was absent. The gov- 
ern:nent officials think there is an organized band 
to intimidate United States witnesses in Cleburn 
county. Sweatman was caughtand whipped by 
J. kr. Brown, Will Chandler and Robert Junior ten 
days ago for testifying against mooushiners. 
Thes2 men were arrested and bound over. at the 
time. 

Monday's tragedy is thought to be a continua- 
tion. No arrests have been mace.

“New York, February 10.—At a meeting of the 
directors of the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany this afternoon John A. McCall was nomi- 
nated for president.

Cuthbert Receives the Agricultarists of 
the State, 


THE ADDRESSES OF WELCOME MADE. 


Colonel Peek Interrupted While Speaking 
and a Lively Discussion Ensues. 
Mrs. Felton Delivers an Address. 


Curnpert, Ga., February 10.—{Special.]— 
With the state agricultural convention in full 
dlast, the plucky little city of Cuthbert has 
been lively indeed today. With that cordial- 
ity and old-time southern hospitality which 
has not yet faded from sonthern Georgia, the 
citizens have diked Cuthbert out in full dress 
for the occasion; and with polite reception 
committees standing ready at the dopot to 
meet every train; with a brass band parading 
the streets with gorgeous dress, military dis- 
plays and a rousing banquet tonight, the peo- 
ple here have certainly given a grand recep- 
tion and a hearty welcome to the agricultur- 
ists of their state. 

The nu eeting was called to order this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock by President Waddell. A fair 
attendance wasthenin the courthouse hail, 
which has been increased since by large num- 
bers coming in on every train. The programme 
was opened with prayer by Rev. P. S. Twitty, 
president of the Andrew Female college of 
this city. He offered » very appropriate and 
impressive prayer, asking, among other things, 
that no bitter party feeling and no spirit of 
political excitement should prevail at the con- 
vention, whose purpose is to consult mutual 
advice upon experience on tho farins. 

Address of Welcome. 

An address of welcome was then made by 
Robert L. Moye, the energetic and popular 
young mayor of Cuthbert. Mr. Moye is one of 
the most gifted young orators belonging to the 
baz of south Georgia. He made a strong 
speech, putting the welcome of the citizens 
most neatly. He was several times interrupted 
by outbursts of applause. 

Ile was followed by Mr. Crosier, president 
ef the Rando!ph County Alliance, who made 
@ very apt speech of welcome in behalf of the 
county alliance. Mr. Crosier was followed by 
Hon. O. A. Barry, who made a speech of wel- 
come for the Rando!ph Agricultural Society.

He 
mace some humorous little reference to the 
alliance’s promised welcome, and intimated 
fesiingly that the promise went up in smoke 
by the day the convention met. 

Commissioner Bradwell’s Response. 

Ti:c response to these words of welcome was 
to have been made by Hon. Hamilton Yancey, 
of Rome, but, owing to his absence, State 
Sehool Commissioner Bradwell was called 
tpon to make an address in response, which 
he did with a very taking speech. Heo spoke 
complimentary of Cuthbert and her poople. 
He said they had caught him; he thought 
that pretty girls would catch some ofthe young 
men, ‘‘but,’’ said he, significantly, ‘‘don’t take 
away our governor nor our agricultural com- 
mission.”’ A smile went round the hall when 
the force of this speech was fully realized. 

Beautiful music, furnished by a superb or- 
chestra composed of many of the talented 
young ladies and gentlemen bere, was a 
charming feature of the programme and never 
failed to bring out loud applause. 

The society after the speech-making was 
finished settled down to business. A_ resolu- 
tion was offered by Mr. Walter T. McArthur, 
of Montgomery county. Its purpose was to 
geta representation from the eleventh con- 
gressional district recently established by the 
legislature in the list of vice presidents and 
executive committees. 

The Lists Rearranged. 

A committee was appointed to rearrange 
these lists and the places were filled as fol- 
lows:

He 
showed that the farmers, with their present 
methods of not livingat home, were like the 
echool teacher’s frog that jumped two feet out 
of the well by day and fell three feet back by 
Bight. 

A Sharp Little Spat. 

Mr. Peek was interrupted by Mr. Fleming, 
of Baker, when he began talking about the 
Jegislature being controlled by the money 
power. Mr. Fleming wanted to know if Mr. 
Peek was giving thein a speech oranessay. “If 
it’s an essay,” he said, “I’ve a right to criti- 
cise him.’”’” He then proceeded to take Colo- 
mel Peek to task, but Colonel Peek arose and 
corrected him, saying, “Brother, I did not 
refer to state legislation, but to national legis- 
lation.” 

Mr. Fleming went on to say that he was 
hard of hearing and didn’t want to be both- 
ered. He started off to find fault with Mr. 
Peek’s views, saying, ‘‘Some of us don’t think

When Bailey Glover, a negro employed by the 
Southern Express Company, passed the Woolfolk 
property Jast night on his wav home, he noticed 
onan adjoining hillside a light from a lantern 
moving around, wlat seemed to him a crowd of 
men. 

His curlosity overcoming his fear he approached 
the place to find what appeared to him to bea 
new-made grave, and near by in asheet something 
resembling a body. 

Four wen were at work on the grave when the 
negro came up. All stopped and one peremptorily 
ordered him away. Laterinthe night he returned 
to the spot to find only a half-filled hole but no 
signs of a body. 

Before § o'clock this morning a large crowd of 
negroes had gathered at the place and were giv- 
ing vent to all kinds of talk, vowing that grave 
robbers were at work and that it was an old grave 
robbed of its dead instead of a new interment. 

Later in the morning, Mr. Brittain, of Mcitary 
& Co., the well-known E: st Macon drugyists, 
visited the place. He found a _. hole 
six orseven feet deep, filied with fresh earth. 
Several negroes were induced to open the hole 
again but nothing could be found. And the mid- 
night mystery was as clouded to the crowd as ever.

The democrats of Georgia have been 
treated lately to small doses of a very 
interesting spectacle.

A LARGE AND ENTHUSIASTIC CROWD, 


Democracy Ably Defended—A Ringing 
BSpoech From Chairman 
W. Y .Atkinson. 


DovcLasvILLE, Ga.. February 10.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—The opening gun of the democratic 
campaign was fired hero today under auspi- 
cous circumstances. The enthusiasm which is 
said to have attended the organization of the 
people's party in this county must have been 
smallin comparison with this day’s exhibition 
of loyalty to the old democracy, for it did not 
move as many people to leave their homes 
and come to town. Notwithstanding the en- 
tire absence of anything like an advertisement, 
and in spite of the raw and disagreeable 
weather, a large crowd came out tohear the 
democratic doctrine and pledge anew their 
loyalty to the party. Several who saw both 
crowds say the one of today was nearly twice 
as Jarce as that which started the third party 
machinery. Two counts were made, 
one showing 265 and one 270 people. 
Of this number thirty-seven were students of 
the Douglasville institute and: four or five 
wore ladies. The rest were nearly al) farm- 
ers. They filled every seatin the courthouse 
and the overflow crowded into the bar on both 
sides of the judge’s desk.

The meeting was called to order by Hon. 
Jee James, on whose motion Mr. John B. 
Duncan, a well-knot®n farmer, was called to 
the chair. Mr. Hiram McLarty was then 
made secretary. DerE..R. Whitley moved 
that a committee of ten be appointed to pre- 
pare business for the meeting and the chair- 
man said he had @ list of names which he 
would give the secretaty to read. 

Ponding the arrangewent of business, the 
speaking began. Mr. Hoke Smith was intro- 
duced by Hon. W. T. Roberts, and was re- 
ceived with applause. He began by saying it 
had been several years since he was here, but 
he was satisfied this would be a more orderly 
meeting than the former one. He was glad to 
Say that a gentleman who had then told him 
to sit down had this morning assured him 
that he would help him to stand up, 
This was an allusion to a laughable episode 
in the Mammond-Jackson campaign, when 
party spirit ran high and the crowd had more 
whisky than courtesy. 

Mr. Smith said it was fitting that the first 
meeting of the democratic campaign should be 
held ata — where it had been assailed by 
people who undertook to organize a third 
party. 

Mr. Smith discussed the main differences be- 
tween the two parties. First, in the treatment of 
individual rights; second, in the treatment of 
money; third, in dealing with the question of 
taxation. 

Passing tothe second point of difference, Mr. 
Smith said the republican policy since 
the war had been to contract the cur- 
rency, and he defied even Mr. Post to show an in- 
Stance where a majority of the democratic party 
had failed to vote in favorof an expansion of the 
currency. He would not submit the first question 
to Mr. Post, “for he came from a country which 
cares nothing for your liberties.”’ 

The speaker then took up the question of tax- 
ation, and discussed the tariff and the demo- 
cratic policy on that question.

Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, chairman of the state 
democratic executive committee, was introduced 
and received with applause. 

He began by saying it was meet and proper that 
the first democratic meeting should be heid where 
the peopie’s party was first organized in Georgia. 

The way to make the blow effective is to direct 
it to the spot where you wanted it to hit. It is 
the best policy to meet opposition frankly and 
bravely, said he, and if you are right, victory will 
perch upon your banner. If you are wrong you 
cdo!not deserve it. There can be no question of 
the wrong that will be inflicted upon this people 
if the democratic party is deserted by the friends 
who have stood by it.

AN ILLUSTRATION OF THIS FACT. 


News ofthe Courts Yesterday—A Damage 
Suit Filed by Mrs. Georgia V. 
W orley—Other Items. 


The wayof the violator of the loca! option 
law is paved with many hard penalties. 

Hamp Gates, a gay and festive mulatto gen- 
tleman, ran counter to the aforesaid law, 
and he emerged from court yester- 
day badly broken up and with 
a black eye, so to speak. 

Last Sunday one of Atlanta’s detectives 
lodged Hamp Gates behind the bars of the 
station house, and registered a charge of run- 
ning a blind tiger against him. 

The next day he appeared in police court 
and Judge Andy Calhoun sized him up at 
once. He gave him a good lecture and a good 
tine—$50 and costs. 

Gates paid the money easily, but the law 
wasn’t through with him. He was placed 
under arrest for selling whisky toa minor, & 
young man named Belcher. Justice came 
swift and sure upon this ebony-hued offender. 
He was carried into the city court yesterday 
and tried before Judge Westmoreland. The 
evidence against Gates was strong and con- 
clusive. A verdict of guilty was soon found. 

In passing sentence on Ad Judge West- 
moreland said; 

‘There are two views to take of this offense. 
The men who pay license to sell whisky must 
be protected against the men who violate the 
law and sell whisky without paying the taxes. 
Then the morals of our young men are being 
destroyed by this illegitimate traftic.”’ 

He then gave Gates a sentence of one year 
in the chaingang and a fine of $200. 

Another Large Verdict. 

The juryin the case of J. W. Hill against 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany, in the United States court, brought in a 
verdict against the railroad for $13,800 yester- 
day. The railroads have not been playing in 
luck with the juries lately, the Georgia Pacific 
railroad being mulected for $9,000 in the 
Brooks case during this week, and the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company for $14,000 
last week in the Wiggins case. 

All of the above cases resulted from railroad 
accidents, in which the plaintiffs were injured 
but not killed. 

A Big Damage Suit. 

Messrs. Glenn & Slatom filed an important 
suit inthe superior court yesterday, the sequel to 
a sad tragedy. 

It was « suit to recover $20,000 damages for the 
killing of Claude Worley, brought by his mother, 
Mrs. Georgia V. Worley, against the Richmond 
and Danville. 

Claude Worley was the associate editor of The 
Buford Gazette, and one of the brightest boys in 
the state. He was killed at Buford on August 7th 
by the vestibuled train. The petition alleges that 
the train ran through Buford at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour, and struck young Worley, who 
was on the track, knocking him 149feet. The 
engineer on the train did not know, so the attor- 
neys say, thatthe young man had been kilied, 
until he reached Atlanta, and a telegram from the 
coroner was handed him.

NEAV YORK, February 10.—The Liverpool market 
this morninz by 1 o’clock had advanced some 4 to§-8id 
over last evening’s priees. The spot market is re- 
ported as hardening, and our private erbles advise a 
more active demand, especially for low grades, which, 
at existing differences, seem to represent a very emall 
investment of actual cash. The close ia Liverpool was 
steady with the improvement about maintained. The 
effect upon our market was an opening advance of 6 
points, whieh was not opposed by the bears, as usual, 
many of the frateraity being late in getting down town 
this morning, aea result of thelr attenfance at the 
French ball iast evening. Shortly after the offerings 
however, news of heavy receipts again had its ac- 
customed effect upon the market, and the early ad- 
vance was lost; then comparative stability obtained 
until 12 o’clock, when-the publication ofthe govern- 
ment report resulted at first in’ a decline of about 6 
points, which was quickly recovered upon a more care- 
fal consideration and reading of the document ia ques- 
tion. It gives twosets of figures; the first indicating 
that, of this year’s cotton production, 11 7-10 per cert 
still remain upen plantations against 13 percent as the 
indicated remnant of the crop unmarketed at this time 
last year. This portion of the report was construed as 
bearish, pointing as it does to-a crop of 8,900,000. In ad- 
dition, however, the report further gives the follow- 
ing figures as indicative of the probable yield tn each 
state as compared with last year’s production, in every 
case being estimated at 100: Virginia, 78; North Caro- 
lina, 79; South Carolina, 82; Georgia, 85; Florida, 94 

Alabama, 92; Mississippi, 96; Louisiana, 99; Texas, 107; 
Arkansas, 96; Tennessee, 91, General average, 94. 
Upon this basis, Bays the department, the indicated 
crop is 600,000 bales short of last year. As above 
stuted, the report was variously constraed, the con- 

clusions reached, as a rule, being in accordance -with 
the predictions of the reader. The bears insist that it 
justifies estimates of 9,000,000 bales, and the bulls that 
it confirms fully the private reports received from all 
over the south, upon which their theory of a short pro- 
duction has been based.” Its net effect upon the market 
by 1 o'clock has been to leave prices about where they 
were before ite publication, aud the public mind, if 
possible, worse befogged than It had been previously, 
in regard to the question ef the crop. Recetpts for 
the day are fully up to the estimates of yesterday, and 
the mevement for tomorrow promises to be large, but 
there isa growing disposition to disregard the move- 
ment, apd to invest fn cotton upon the theory of a re- 

duced acreage, diminished use of fertilizer and con- 

sequent short production next year. As bearing upon 

this point, we quote as follows from some of the letgers 
received by us this morning: Timmonsyille, 8.

THE CRICAGO MARKET 


Fentures of the Speculative Movement - ia 
Grain and Provisiens. 


CHICAGO, February 10.—The anti-option bill now 
pending in congress had more to do with the course of 
prices on the board of trade today than all other fn- 
fluences combined, and with the fluctuations of opinion 
and cireulation of rumors tending to show that it 
would or it would not become a law, prices went up 
and down. The markets, eapecially wheat, were ner- 
vous and “spotty,” subject to periods of great activity 
and excitement followed by decided duliness, and with- 
out warning prices would shoot up and down and then 
fora considerable time would remain very steady. 
Bulls andjbe ars alikewere on astrain and ready to run 
at the first sign of danger. On the curb yesterday af- 
ternoon, May wheat which had closed at 89%c, sold off 
to 87%, and this, together with a reduction of 4@kd 
in values at Liverpool made the market weak at the 
start this morniug. Prices, however, were very ragged 
at the outset, and inthe excitement widely varying 
prices were made in different parts of the pit. Those 
who had not recovered from the scare of the day be- 
fore made low offers, while many cool heads, who did 
‘not much fear the passage of the billand who wanted 
to forestall anything like apanic at the 
start bid well up, was what caused the quo- 
tations from the different parts of the pit 
to range from 8c to 863%c. Buyers, however, 
were in the majority, and in a short time there was an 
advance to 89kc, many sealpers tailing on the buying 
movement at the price mentioned. They undertook to 
realize profits by unloading, but the demand having in 
the meantime been about satisfied there was nobody to 
sell to and priees plunged down in two minutes to 88% 
@80e. Then followed a period of inactivity, followed 
by an advance to 89'sc, then a break to 88¥c. During 
the last hour the marketcontinued nervous, but with 
light trading passing and fluctuations varying at 884%@ 
89ige. Near the close it was expected that there was 
no denger of the bill passing. On this there was a rush 
to buy and prices went to 90%c. It cased of some and 
closed at 89%,0, an advanceof tc as compared with 
yesterday's figuree. 

Corn opened quiet and weak at 41%@41\c for May 
against 41 %0 at the close yesterday, advanced quickly 
to 52% 2, but broke again to 4l%c. Thore was but lit- 
tle business and nothing in the way of influential news, 
the market being dominated wholly by the uneasy and 
uncertain feeling which was given out of the proposed 
legislation in Washington. Near theclose there wasa 
rally with wheat at 424c and the close was at 42).¢6.

The 
shorts having protected their contracts, the market 
had no support and deciined rapidly about 1 cent per 
bushel, When the market was the weakest and at the 
lowest point of the day, it was reported that exporters 
were heavy Buyers. This seemed to be corroborated 
by New York speculators sending liberal buying ordérs 
here, This absorbed most all of the offerings; then 
came the report that the so-called anti-option bill was 
not likely to be presented to congress,.also the report 
that the liouse committee agread, by a vote of 8 to 5, to 
report faverably the bill fer the free ooinage of silver. 
This struck‘the market when offerings were light, ana 
immediately caused a sharp advance, closing even 
higher than yesterday. There were also some reports 
of the unfavorable condition ofthe Frepch crop. The 
wheat markets of the world are in a very unsettled 
condition and it requires but very few sensational re- 
ports of any kind to cause rapid fluctuations. 

Owing to light receipts, corn and oats were both 
atrong,. 

The provision trade was steady within a narrow 
range. The ofdinary prévision specutators seem to be 
dividing their interests between grain and cotton.
